Of course 
there were no buffalo, for tills was it 
the lato seventies, but their bones 
strewed the plains, and these bones 
were the ouly thing that had a com­ 
mercial value, and they were utilised. 
They were hauled in grent wagon 
loads to the nearest railway, »ften 
from sixty to a hundred railes awny, 
and sold. 
The horns were the more 
valuable, and th_\v went first, but the 
rest of the skeleton soon followed. 
There were no j’ortunos made by these 
early bone hunters, for a large load of 
buffalo bon .s brought only from $5 to 
|8 at the railroad towns, but the pro­ 
ceeds from a load enabled the settler 
to buy a little dour, coffee and occa­ 
sionally meat aud lumber. — Kansas 
City Star.
